1 . I iim presently Vice Projtidentof Eneinccring, Personal Comnuinicalion Division for Cypress 
Semiconductor Coiporaiion ajid hnve been employed by Cypress in various capacilies Tor 
more than four years. Prior to my employrnciil al Cyprcsi^ 1 vvos the founder and CliO of 
Anchor Chips, founded in December 1 995. Anchor Chips was acquired hy Cypress in May 
of 1990. 

2. My responsibilities as Vice President include the development of PcM soi^al Comniunicalions 
devices products, including Universal Serial Cus (USB) devices. 
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3. I have vevitswcd tbo claims of the present invention, 

4. UvST) devices have three (3) operational modes (i) low fipcotl, (li) full speed nnd (iii) higli 
speed. 

5. Piior to the USB 2.0 Specification, no commercial USB dciviccs supported the liifili spcai 
nu)dc. 

6. A USB device cannot initiate the swilcli between the high speed niodc and ibc full speed 
mode without re-establishing a connection with i\ liost device by rcnioving the physic;*! 
cable, a process generally referred to as eniinieralion. 

7. Claim 2 of the present invention provides a process of electrically diseonnecling ai^d 
reconnecting a peripheral at an adjusted speed, a process called rc-enunieralion (see claim 
3). 

8. U.S. Patent No, 6,3 1 1,287 to Dischlcr ct al. docs not contcniplate electrically disconncctini', 
imd recomiccting anything, which is consistent wilh its iippiicntion in ii micioprocessor, 

9. Dasal upon my experience and work in the field of USR, ttic switching between modes by 
electronically disconnect ing/reconnectitig a peripheral was not an obvious improvement.. 

10. C>i)ress began malcing USB 2.0 devices in 2002. Cypress conlinties to sell these prodncls. 
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1 1 . Cypress' USB 2,0 device products iucliide Cypress's EZ-UvSLI nZ-USH FX2 ami liZ- 
USB AT2. Each of these products includes m fipparatus comprising i\ peripheni! device 
connected to a host device, A speed ofthe peripheral device is adjuslc-d in rCsSpon$c to one 
or more predetemiinod conditions (claim 1). I'he peripber<)I device is configured to 
electrically discomnect and reconnect at said adjusted speed to snid host device (claitn 2). 

12. I'lic sales of Cypress USB products are rapidly cxpviiuling into the wi<lespread market of 
USB 2.0 devices. 

13. The invention has experienced significant oornmeroiol success. Sales for the product KZ- 
USB FX2 (a product that ineoiporates the present invention) uniountcd to approximately 
029,930unils in 2002. The sales increased to 2,945,020 units so fi*r in 2003. Therefore, the 
l>roscnl inventio}) has had a considerable amount of conuncrcial success. 

1 4. Furthermore, in the citlaclied Exhibit A, a press release shows tlicit the assignee of the present 
invention, Cypress Semiconductor CoTj^orafionj has shipped at legist 250,000,000 USB 
controllers. 793 million USB controllers were shifipcd in 2002 alone. This nearly doubles 
tJio rate of controllers shipped in 2001,
